Report From Admiral Mayo. 


Admiral Mayo’s report, responding 
to the navy departm ent’s request for 
immediate information concerning the 
incident complained of by the Huerta 
government to the mediators, said:

"Lobos island has not been occu- 
I pied. 
The Dixie and some destroyers 
I have coaled there from a collier. 
The 
I keepers of Lobos island light desert- 
I ed it and the Dixie is now maintain- 
I ing it for the benefit of navigation. I 
I understand that the destroyers have

The report was sent at once to Sec­ 
retary 
Bryan. 
Department officials 
were confident that the explanation 
will make it plain that there has been 
no violation of the armistice and that 
the commander of the Dixie has done 
only what was necessary to insure 
tile safety of shipping.

I H uerta’s soldiers at Saltillo. 
From 
Tampico, where Mexican federals and 
Constitutionalists have been prepar­ 
ing for a sanguinary struggle, came 
rumblings of battle, while reports that 
Huerta's strength is waning in Mex­ 
ico City and that the bandit leader 
Zapata is about to attack the capital 
from the south served to arouse diplo­ 
matic agents of foreign nations lest 
their people in Mexico City might be 
In immediate danger of persecution or 
death. 


Officials Are Indignant. 


State departm ent officials were in­ 
dignant when it became known that 
Vice Consul Silliman and Jose A Mar- 
chani, his clerk, as well as several 
other Americans, have been prisoners 
of the federal commander at Saltillo 
and that the consul still is held de­ 
spite urgent representations for his 
release made by the Brazilian minis­ 
ter in Mexico City. 
I^ate dispatches 
were accepted as indicating that the 
Mexican war m inister’s assurances to 
the French charge last 
week that 
neither Consul Silliman or any mem­ 
ber of the embassy staff or any Amer­ 
icans in Saltillo “had been in danger” 
was intended only to deceive state de­ 
partm ent officials. 
Irater Consul Canada reported the 
arrival of Consular Clerk Marchani in 
Vera Cruz. 
The clerk informed Mr. 
Canada that before he was released 
from custody of the Mexicans he was 
marched under guard from the jail to 
the consulate and compelled at the 
point of a revolver to open the safe 
and surrender to the federal com­ 
mander all the consular records and 
all valuables, including money and a 
quantity of jewelry left there for safe 
keeping. 
It is not known here how many 
Americans

word was received that all have been 
released except Consul Silliman.

QUAKE DEATH 
LIST IS 200 


Percentage Said to Be Highest Ever 
Recorded. 
Catania, Sicily, May 12.—The official 
estimate of the dead as a result of 
the recent earthquake which destroy­ 
ed many villages on the eastern slope 
of Mont Etna places the number at 
close to 200.

Twenty-five years ago John C. C. 
Mayo of Paintsville, K.v., was a strug­ 
gling school teacher in the Eastern 
Kentucky mountains, but before he 
was forty-five years old he was the 
wealthiest citizen of Kentucky, with 
a fortune conservatively estimated ut 
$20,000,000. 
In many respects Mayo 
was one of the most 
unique self­ 
made millionaires in the country. His 
was tile first great fortune ever built 
in Kentucky by a Kentuckian from 
Kentucky resources only. 
His for­ 
tune grew from the meager earnings 
he saved from ids salary as a coun­ 
try sc bool teacher. 
Colonel Mavo was born Sept. 16.. 
1864, in Johnson county, Kentucky. At 
an early stage he obtained a certifi­ 
cate to teach. 
In teaching in va­ 
rious school districts Mayo had gained 
an intimate knowledge of the moun­ 
tain country, particularly its mineral 
and timber resources.
